WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP)— 
Government labor experts who 
have been analyzing the Taft- 
Hartley bill will advise President 
Truman that the measure is “un- 
workable” and will not stop a coal 


strike. 

This was learned today from of- 
ficials who have seen the analysis 
but who asked that their names 
not be used. 

There have been equally reliable 
reports, however, that some other 
presidential advisers are urging 
Truman to sign the measure. 

This latter group is said to con- 
tend (a) that the bill does give 
‘the government some means of 
dealing with the threat of a new 
coal strike next month and (b) 
that Congress is virtually certain 
to enact it into law in any event 
by over-riding a veto. He has until 
midnight June 20 to act. 

The labor experts are reported 
to have concluded, among other 
things, that the measure follows 
more nearly the original version 
introduced by Representative 
Hartley (Rep.).' New Jersey, than 
what they called the less restric- 
tive measure sponsored by Senator 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio).

1. The provision exempting work 
stoppages resulting from “abnor- 
mally dangerous conditions” would 
roake it possible, in their opinion, 
for John L. Lewis to bring about 
a nation-wide or partial soft coal 
strike in mines which have be- 
come “unsafe’*during the 10-day 
vacation the miners will take from 
June 27 to July 7.

MARSHALL'S AIDS 
AND BrillSh OPEN 
TALKS ON EUROPE 
‘RECOVERY PLAN 


Clayton Going Abroad to 
Discuss Economic Prob- 
lems—Cohen Puts Need 
at 15 to 24 Billion Dol- 


lars. 


WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP)— 
The British Embassy has opened 
talks with the State Department 
to learn how to put Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall’s call 
or a joint European revival pro- 
gram into action. 
Diplomatic authorities who re- 
rted this today said the em- 
officials are seeking clarifi- 
cation of a number of Marshall's 
suggestions before deciding wheth- 
er to urge London to take the 
initiative in getting the European 
countries together. They said the 
United States is looking to Britain 
to start the program rolling but 
has no intention of dictating what 
the next steps should be. 
Marshall, in restating this coun- 
try’s desire to promote European 
recovery, declared last week that 
Europe itself must lay the foun- 
dation for American help by draft- 
ing a comprehensive rehabilitation 
plan of its own. 
Clayton to Visit Europe. 
The State Department said to- 
day Under Secretary William L. 
Clayton would visit a number of

foreign officials, Clayton’s asso- 
ciates said, however, he had no 
special assignment from Marshall 
or President Truman to spur ac- 
tion abroad on Marshall's pro- 


sal, 

(In London a Foreign Office 
spokesman said Clayton would 
confer there soon with British 
officials on the Marshall plan.) 

Russian Ambassador Nicolai V. 
Novikov conferred with Clayton 
and said afterward they discussed 
“an economic matter.” Novikov 
told reporters, however, they did 
not talk about the proposal ad- 
vanced by Marshall, who said yes- 
terday there would be a place for 
Russia in any European confer- 
ence called to develop a joint pro- 
gram. 

One informant said Clayton ex- 
pects to do considerably more 
listening than talking on his 
European tour. Clayton expects to 
make the visits in his capacity as 
American representative on the 
European economic commission 
which meets in Geneva during 
July. 

A State Department press offi- 
cer said Clayton had no fixed 
schedule for the visits. 

Estimate of Amount Needed. 

Although Marshall has not esti- 
mated how much American and 
other outside aid may be required, 
Benjamin V. Cohen, State Depart- 
ment counselor, declared yester- 
day that from 15 to 24 billion 
dollars would be needed during

called the present aid program 
for Europe “clearly insufficient.”

Hospitals Request Limited Bus 
Service to Get Employes to Work 


The St. Louis Hospital Council 
today requested that the Public 
Service Co. operate a limited bus 
service to get hospital employes 
to work during the strike. Ab- 
senteeism among hospital em- 
ployes today forced most institu- 
tions in the «city and county to 
curtail services, 


Dr. F. R. Bradley, director of 
the Barnes Hospital group, sent 
the request to Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann, and asked the Mayor's 
office to take it up with officials 
of the streetcar operators’ union. 
Dr. Bradley said some prelimi- 
nary conversations had been held 
with union officials before the 
strike and that they had received 
his suggestion sympathetically. 


Mayor Kaufman said the pro- 
posal had been discussed at the 
meeting with union and company 
officials and that it would be con- 
sidered further tomorrow.

An American spokesman who 
attended the meeting said the 
Russians had insisted that the dis- 
tribution of liquid fuel for Aus- 
trian economy was sirictly be- 
tween the Soviets and Austrians.

Truman has until midnight Mon- 
day to act on the bill. A veto

Asked whether he is assuming’ 
the bill will be disapproved by the 
President, Taft replied::“I am not 
assuming it, but our boys are 
being told to be on hand Wednes- 
day next in case there should be.” 
As for chanches of overriding, 
Taft said he imagined the House 
could, but in the Senate “you never 
can tell, although chances pre- 
sumably are agains: it.” 

Democrats counted at least 40 
Senators as being against over- 
riding a veto. If all 95 Senators 
were present on the showdown, 
32 votes would be sufficient to 
sustain a veto.

“How Long Is It.” 

The new contract presented by 
the company, based on the arbi- 
tration award and providing back 
wages aggregating more _ than 
$500,000 for the period extending 
to last Jan. 1, was booed. When 
Cushman asked if the men want- 
ed the contract read, there were 
shouts of “How long is it?” The 
announcement that the contract 
covered 42 pages evoked a chorus 
of noes, so the attorney read only 
key passages, 

Even this took considerable 
time, and when the reading was 
completed a standing vote was 
taken on acceptance of the prof- 
fered contract. Rejection of the 
contract was unanimous, it was 
reported. 

Arthur E. East, president of 
the local, who presided, ‘said he 
considered the present situation 
different from that of last New 
Year’s eve, when expiration of 
the old contract brought: up the 
question of a walkout, The com- 
pany then had invoked a com- 
pulsory arbitration clause before 
the contract expired. 

At that time, East stated, the 
union had not complied with “all 
the terms of its contract” (mean- 
ing the compulsion to arbitrate). 
“This time, however, we have of- 
fered to arbitrate and the com- 
pany has refused,” he asserted, 

He told the men to bear in mind 
that they would get no pay while 
on strike and no benefits from 
the international union “until the 
end of the third week of the 
strike, if any.” Strike benefits, 
set by a general executive board, 
usually are $10 a week. 

Men Advised Against Haste. 

* East did not commit himself 
either for or against a strike vote, 
but Louis Renschen, president of 
the AFL Centra] Trades & Labor 
Union, and John I. Rollings, exec- 
utive secretary, both advised 
against immediate balloting on 
the question of a walkout, Their 
advice evoked both boos and a 


scattering of applause, 

Rollings urged the men to “use 
cool, calm, collected judgment and 
weigh your problem carefully.” He 
told them to consider the seri- 
ousness of strike action, and to 
bear in mind that, in the event of 
a strike, they would have no way 
of knowing whether they would 
be going out “for one, two, three 
or more weeks.” 

Loss in wages would be heavy, 
Rollings continued, asserting it 
would take six months with a 
wage increase of 10 cents an hour 
to make up for two weeks’ lost

“I advise you not to walk out,” 
he concluded, but added that, re- 
gardiess of the action taken, the 
men could expect full gupport 
from the rest of the St. Louis 
labor movement, 

In the course of his remarks, 
Rollings predicted that a transit 
strike would lead to a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature to amend 
the recently enacted King-Thomp- 
s0n Act to make it effective at 
once instead of i& September. The 
law prohibits strikes against pub- 
lic utilities in Missouri. Even if 
this was done, however, it prob- 
ably would take at least a week 
for the Legislature to act, Roll- 
ings asserted. -

P.S. Co.’s Reply: Arbitration 
Useless if Award Is Rejected 


Text of the Public Service Co. letter to the street car men’s union, 


—— rejecting, in effect, a new arbitration proceeding, follows, Dated yes- 


‘ terday, it was signed by John L. 
®\| addressed to Arthur E, Last, 
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HIS is in answer to your letter 
dated June 10, 1947, concerning. 
the decision and award of the 
Board. of Arbitration created by 
Arbitration Agreement dated Feb. 
13, 1947. 

First of all, may f call your at- 
tention to. an error of fact con- 
tained in your letter. The Board 
of Arbitration was not, as stated 
by you, dissolved on June 6, 1947, 
by agreement between Mr. Kohn 
r. Zimring, the arbitrators 
who were representing the com- 
pany and the union, respectively, 
at that time. Both Mr. Abeken, 
the chairman of the board and 
Mr. Kohn state that no such 
agreement was made, and the 
minutes of the board, incorporated 
in the award of that body, disclose 


Sithat your statement is in error. 


The meeting of the board on 


'/ June 6, 1947, was adjourned with- 


out final action having been taken. 
On June 8, 1947, the chairman of 
the board advised the company 
and the union that a session of 
the board would be held on June 
10, 1947. On this date, Mr. Samuel 
W. Greenland was substituted for 
Mr. Kohn as arbitrator for the 
company as provided in paragraph 
1 of the arbitration agreement, 
under the heading “Method of 
Arbitration,” which reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Both parties have the right 
of substitution of their respec- 
tive arbitrators at any time 
without in any way affecting the 
proceedings or delaying same.” 
Under the above provision both 
the union and the company have 


the auditorium; singing groups 
formed in other corners of the 
building, and there was even a 
dice game.

East announced the result about 
3:30 o’clock, his announcement 
being greeted by an outburst of 
cheering.

I know how you feel on 
this strike matter and I certainly 
feel the same way as you do, 
Don’t’ let your enthusiasm lag.

Applause at this juncture 
drowned out East’s words and he 
stopped, | 

There was no discussion of the 
Smith-Connally War Labor Dis- 
putes Act at the meeting. East 
reported: counsel had advised the 
union this law, which requires 30 
days’ notice of intention to take 
a strike vote, “did not apply.” Less 
than 30 days remain until expira- 
tion of the act on June 30, and 
some observers’ hold the 30-day 
notice requirement ended last 
June 2 

The members were told to re- 
port to the shed captains and 
helpers at the various division 
headquarters for instructions. 
There. was no formal announce- 
ment as to the time the strike was 
to take effect, but on his way out 
of the hall East told several shed 
captains: “Let the owl runs fin- 
ish. Cars and busses should be 
off the street by 5 a.m.” 

The men left the hall in a jolly 
mood. Many obviously were elated 
at the strike decision, The uni- 
formed policemen and city detec- 
tives had been stationed outside 
the building, but their services 
were not needed. Union leaders 
reported the meeting had been an 
orderly one, “considering the size 
of the gathering and the crowded 
condition of the auditorium.” 

Order Against Mass Pickets. 

In calling for picketing by only 
two men at each entrance to 12 
Public Service buildings, car sheds 
and bus garages, officials said 
strict orders against mass picket- 
ing had been issued. Pickets were 
assigned to two-hour shifts. 

‘Members of the union’s Loca! 
1307, embracing supervisors, fore- 
men and clerical workers, were in- 
structed not to cross picket lines 
set up by Local 788 unless the 
lines parted for them. East di- 
rected removal of the picket line 
from in front of the company’s 
general offices at 3869 Park ave- 
nue to let office personnel report 
for work. Although most office 
workers do not go to work until 8 
a.m., the line was withdrawn at 
7 o'clock. 


East St. Louis City Lines Are Not 
Affected. 

The 252 bus drivers and main- 
tenance men of the East St. 
Louis City Lines, which are a sub- 
sidiary of the same Chicago cor- 
poration which owns the St. 
Louis street car and bus services, 
National City Lines, Inc., were at 
work today. 

Company officials and Claude 
B. Haynes, president of the local 
union, said they saw no indication 
of a strike on the East Side lines. 
Their demands for pay increases, 
practically identical with those 
made in St. Louls, have been sub- 
mitted to arbitrators. They are 
asking a 35-cent increase over 
present pay of $1.08 an hour for 
drivers and 84 cents to $1.13 for 
maintenance men.

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LEGISLATIVE ACTION 
ON STRIKE UNLIKELY 


Governor Can’t Reconvene 
Assembly—No Emergency 
Clause in New Laws. 


By BOYD F, CARROLL 
Jefferson City Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 13— 
Suggestions that the Missouri 
Legislature might take action to 
make the state’s new anti-strike 
laws apply immediately to the St. 
Louis transit strike seemed likely 
today to get nowhere. The rea- 

sons: 

1. The Legislature recessed 
May 23 until yesterday, when a 
skeleton session was held for 
the signing of bills by the pre- 
siding officers of Senate and 
House. It recessed: again until 
July 14. There is now no way 
to reconvene the Assembly be- 
fore July 14. The Governor, who 
can reconvene the Legislature 
after an adjournment, has no 
such power during a recess, 

2. The King-Thompson ' act, 
prohibiting strikes of public util- 
ity employes, which has been 
signed by Gov. Phil M. Donnel- 
ly, bears no emergency clause, 
and will not become effective un- 
til Sept. 10. The Madison act, 
prohibiting jurisdictional and 
sympathy strikes and strikes of 
public employes, had not been 
signed by the Governor up to 
today. It also has no emergency 
clause, and cannot go into effect 
before Sept. 10. 

Senator R. Jasper Smith of 
Springfield, Republican majority 
floor leader, declared here yester- 
day that there was no way to get 
the Legislature back into session 
before July 14. 

It requires a two-thirds vote of 
both. houses to attach an emer- 
gency clause to a legislative meas- 
ure. Even if it were possible to 
call the House and Senate before 
July 14, it is unlikely that enough 
votes could be mustered in both 
houses to amend the King-Thomp- 
son bill with an emergency clause. 
The bill’s advocates failed to get 
that degree of support for the 
original measure, 

Gov. Donnelly, called by tele- 
phone today at Fort Peck, Mont., 
said he knew of nothing that 
could be done by the state con- 
cerning the strike before the 
King-Thompson law takes effect 
Sept. 10. 

John I, Rollings, executive sec- 
retary of St. Louis Central Trades 
and Labor Union, speaking at the 
streetcar men’s meeting there 
early today, spoke of what he be- 
lieved to be the possibility that 
the Governor might call the Leg- 
islature into special session. The 


Governor, however, does not have 
this power under the present cir- 
cumstances. ’

CATHOLIC AGENCY 
OPPOSES MEASURE 


WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP)— 


The Social Action Department of 


the Nation Catholic . Welfare 
Conference voiced strong opposi- 
tion last night to the Taft-Hart- 
ley labor bill as one which “will 
almost inevitably lead to indus- 
trial strife and unrest.”

WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP) 
—The Department of Justice noti- 
fied the House Labor Committee 
today that it was laying before a 


grand jury charges of perjury 
against Harold Christoffel and 
Robert Buse, officers of the CIO

| The committee heard testimony 
that the Communist party ordered 
a strike in 1941 at the West Allis 
plant of the ‘Allis-Chalmers Co. to 
cripple the: flow of war supplies 
to Britain. 
Witnesses said Christoffel, then 
president, now honorary president, 
of UAW Local 242 at Allis-Chalm- 
ers was told to call the strike and 
did so, There was additional tes- 
timony as to Communist connec- 
tions of Christoffel and Buse, now 
president of the local. : 
Some of the testimony came 
‘from Allis-Chalmers’ executives, 
and algo some from Louis Budenz, 
former St. Louisan who once was 
‘high in Communist party councils 
‘and now is a professor at Ford- 
}ham University. 
| After the denials by Christoffel 
‘and Buse, Kersten was’ named 
chairman of a subcommittee that 
went to Milwaukee for hearings.

GETS VERDICT OF $1555 
AGAINST INSURANCE FIRM 


A verdict of $1555 against the 
Travelers Insurance Co. in favor 
of Col. Abraham Tabachnik of 
Miami, Fila., retired Army officer 
and former St. Louisan, for dis- 
ability compensation under a life 
insurance policy, was returned by 
a jury in Circuit Judge Robert L. 
Aronson's court yesterday. 

The trial was featured by a de- 
fense showing of motion pictures 
of Col. Tabachnik walking with 
the aid of a cane from his seat 
at the Miami race track to the 
mutuel window. The jury held, 
however, that he was entitled to 
$700 compensation at $100 a month 
for seven months in 1946, $750 at- 
torney fees and $105 for vexatious 
delay and interest. 

Col Tabachnik testified he had 
made payments on the policy since 
1922 and that the company paid 
him disability compensation for 
about a year prior to March 1946, 
then discontinued payments after 
he became an instructor at the 
University of Miami. The com- 
pany refused to resume payments 
when his health forced him to 
cease work, he testified.

He rides the elevator to the top 
of an 1l-story downtown building 
within the shadow of the state 
house and hurries down each 
flight of stairs after patrolling 
each floor “and I walk briskly.” 

Clark isn’t a Johnny-come-lately 
to the heel and toe events.

AVERAGE MILK PRICE HERE 
LOWER IN MAY THAN IN APRIL 


Producers delivering milk to 
the St, Louis market during the 
month of May received anh aver- 
age price of $3.86 per hundred- 
weight for milk containing 3.5 per 
cent butterfat, Fred L. Shipley, 
market administrator, announced 
today. The average price was 39 
cents lower than the price paid in 
April. The price of 3.5 milk has 
dropped every month since last 


November, resulting in a total de- 
crease of $1.87 per hundredweight. 

Class I (fluid milk) sales to- 
taled 27,730,371 pounds during the. 
month, which was 2.34 per cent 
less than May sales last year. 
Producers delivered 38,016,567 
pounds of milk to the market dur- 
ing the month, an average of 1,- 
226,341 pounds per day. The daily 
deliveries were 12.93 per cent 
higher than in April and 2.34 per 
cent greater than in May a year 
ago. 

The number of producers ship- 
ping milk to the market was 3331, 
which was 88 less than those who 
shipped during May last year, The 
value of the milk on a 3.5 percent 
butterfat basis was $1,393,562, 
compared with $1,318,724 received 
for April deliveries, and $1,275,257 
received for deliveries in May 
1946.

He also had 
a custom-built jeweled = saddle 
which associates said was made 
by a man who outfits Hollywood 
cowboy stars. 
Officers of the 


bank, which 


bears the name of the late William 


G. Irwin, multimillionaire philan- 
thropist and industrialist, said the 
money was taken by juggling the 
monthly statements in a single ac- 
count—that of the bank’s largest 
industrial account. 

In his statement to bank offi- 
cials, Schuder said he had not 
intended to take so much money. 
He confessed readily and gave 


van estimate of the amount he had 


taken which came within $1000 of 
the actual amount, 

“I first began taking small 
amounts with the intention of 
paying it back,” he said, “As the 
years passed, I found I was unable 
to repay, and the amounts became 
larger.” 

A Horse Fancier. 


Schuder was popular with pa- 
trons. He became a horse fancier 
in recent years. He owns an at- 
tractive country home where he 
lived with his 12-year-old son, 
Maurice. His wife, Laura, hanged 
herself three years ago, apparent- 
ly because of illness, 

Schuder was quiet and reserved 
and doted on his son, buying him 
expensive toys. His acquaintances 
said today they often wondered 
where he got the money to keep 
expensive saddle horses and to buy 
expensive riding equipment. Many 
believed he had a private income, 
but one neighbor said: 

“I never thought Delmer would 
have done anything like that, but 
come to think of it, nobody could 
spend money like he did on a 
bank teller’s salary.” 

The $108,000, averaged over the 
years, boosted his salary from $60 
to about $233 a week.

ATLANTA, June 13 (AP)—The 
Georgia Supreme Court dissolved 


receivership proceedings against 
the Winecoff hotel property yes- 
terday and held unconstitutional 
the 1910 fire escape act as “class 
legislation.”

“Mrs. Roosevelt once said, 
Franklin finds it hard to relax 
with people who aren’t his social 
equal.’ I took this remark to ex- 
plain my being out of the infield.” 
“Slow Drifting Apart.” 

There was “no sharp, clean frac- 
ture of friendship,” he says, but 
rather a “slow, imperceptible drift- 
ing apart of political principles. 
I am certain neither of us knew 
how far we had drifted apart until 
the gap yawned unbridgeable.” 

Friends of the late President 
declined to comment by name to- 
day. One said only Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt could answer Farley. 

One Roosevelt associate still in 
public life disagreed, however, 
with Farley’s remark about “so- 
cial equals.”

Targets of Purge. 

Among the intended targets of 
the “purge” attributed by many 
to the late Harry L. Hopkins, 
were Senators George of Georgia 


and Tydings of Maryland. Both 


were renominated and re-elected. 

The climax of the Roosevelt- 
Farley break came when Farley 
let his name go before the Demo- 
cratic convention in 1940. Roose- 
velt was renominated for ‘his 
third term with 946 votes to 72 
for Farley, 61 for John Nance 
Garner, 9 for Senator Tydings 
and 5 for Cordell Hull. 

Farley left the Government and 
the political sidelines in 1940 to 
become board chairman of the 
Coca Cola Export Corp. 


“Looking. back through the 
years,” Farley writes, “I find it 
hard to put the finger of mem- 
ory on the beginning (of the 
break).

Addresses First Formal Comment on Soviet 
Atomic Contro]s to ‘Future Scientists’ in 
M.I.T. Graduating Class—Points Out 
‘Basic Disagreements’ Remain Unaltered. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 13 (AP)

ARREN R. AUSTIN, chief United States delegate to the 
United Nations, declared today that “the United States, with 
half the productive power of the world, has decisive power 


to create the conditions of permanent peace.” 


Making the first formal Ameri- 
can pronouncement on the new 
Soviet proposals for atomic con- 
trol, Austin said in a commence- 
ment address at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology: 

“It may be that we shall make 
little apparent progress for some 
time to come in these ‘(atomic) 
negotiations and in the related 
negotiations on the regulation and 
reduction of. conventional arma- 
ments. But even if this proves to 
be the case, continued study and 
discussion will, in themselves, I 
am certain, in the end bear fruit. 

“We should never permit our- 
selves to be driven into inaction 
or despair by” apparent §stale- 
mates,” he continued, “The, United 
States, with half the productive 
power of the world, has decisive 
power to create the conditions of 
permanent peace. 

Wants Strength Used “Rightly.” 

“If we conserve our strength 
and use it rightly, we can, to a 
large extent, influence the world 
in the direction of the political 
and economic stability and demo- 
cratic achievement that are es- 
sential to collective security.” 

Commenting on the new Russian 
atomic control plan offered 
Wednesday at Lake Success by 
Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Andrei A, Gromyko, Austin said 
all the “basic disagreements” re- 
main unaltered, but expressed 
hope that progress could be made. 

“In the field of atomic energy, 
in which you, as future scientists 


and engineers, have a special in- 
terest,” he told the graduates, “the 


Soviet Union continues to hold 
out against some of the essential 
principles for an _ international 
control plan originally proposed 
by the United States and accepted 
by all members of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission except the So- 
viet Union and Poland. 


He said Russian opposition to 
the majority view apparently was 
based on “fear of capitalist ‘infil- 
tration’ inside Russia,” and de 
clared that Russian atomic pro- 
posals amounted to “unilateral 
disarmament of the United States 
and would provide no security 
either to ourselves or to the rest 
of the world.” 


Position of U.S. 

“The United States, after all,” 
Austin continued, “asks nothing of 
the Soviet Union that we are not 
prepared to grant ourselves. We 
ask for strict international inspec- 
tion and control; yet for a long 
time to come the United States 
would be the most inspected and 
the most controlled, 


“We ask for a sinall surrender 
of sovereignty; yet the United 
States Government and its peoples 
have always been the most loath 
to derogate its precious independ- 
ence, 


“We ask for genuine safeguards 
that the atom bomb will never be 
used against any nation; yet we 
are today the sole possessors of it 
and the most able of all nations 
to develop its potentialities, 


“We ask that all nations, for 
the common good, join in the 
peaceful development of atomic 
energy; yet we today have a 
monopoly in this field and for 
years to come could prdbably keep 
the leadership in this develop- 
ment.”

“This simply was not true at 
the time,” Farley says. “Yet I 
have often wondered whether this 
uneasy suspicion colored my sub- 
sequent relations with the White 
House.” 

Charles Michelson, then pub- 
licity director of the Democratic 
National Committee, had to urge 
the President to write a letter of. 
appreciation to Farley for his 
work in the 1936 campaign. The 
letter was for use in the printed 
program of a testimonial dinner 
to Farley. 

“There was no mention in the 
letter of my services, even after. 
a special request,” Farley writes. 
He added, however, that Roose- 
velt was “most generous” in his 
remarks at the dinner. 

It was at this affair—Feb. 15, 
1937 — that Roosevelt first men- 
tioned he did not plan to Win 
again, Farley writes, adding: 

“Yet in the months to come he 
was to find fault with the long 
list of suspected and actual aspir- 
ants to his succession. They were 
either too old or too young; too 
ambitious or too unknown; too 
conservative or too radical, or too 
poor in health or too lacking in 
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personality.” 

Farley says in many cases the 
President’s displeasure with these 
men stemmed from the Supreme 
Court reorganization battle, add- 
ing: “I am not sure it was not 
so in my case.” 

Refused to Back Barkley. 

Farley refused to carry out a 
presidential request to intercede 
in behalf of Senator Barkley of 
Kentucky in the latter’s campaign 
to succeed the late Senator Robin- 
son as majority leader. Senator 
Pat Harrison of Mississippi was 
Barkley’s opponent. 

Farley writes that after a con- 
ference with Roosevelt, he told

Defense of Chiang 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In his article on China, reprinted by 
your esteemed paper on May 11, Na- 
thaniel Peffer contended that the 
United States should not give even color 
of inferential aid to the Chinese Govern- 
ment. In support, he made sweeping at- 
tacks against President Chiang Kai- 
shek and the Chinese Government. 

It is difficult to imagine the basis on 
which Mr. Peffer passed his judgment 
on President Chiang. It is an undeniable 
fact that Mr. Peffer does not know 
President Chiang personally. He did not 
even have an interview with President 


Chiang during his six months’ stay in - 


China. 

Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer, until re- 
cently commander of the American 
forces in China, said of Chiang 
Kai-shek: 

“I can attest to his unselfish devo- 
tion to the Chinese people and his 
earnest desire to provide a democratic 
way of life within China.” 


As to Freedom of Criticism 


Mr. Peffer likewise hurled sweeping, 
unsupported charges against the Chinese 
Government. 

He alleged that the Chinese Govern- 
ment is “fascistic,” and in what appears 
to be evidence in support of his allega- 
tion, Mr. Peffer asserted: “No university 
professor dares openly express an opin- 
ion, in or out of the classroom, unless it 
is favorable to the regime.” 

If Mr. Peffer would care to glance 
over the contents of just a few Chinese 
publications, even those printed in Nan- 
king, he would have no difficulty in 
finding criticisms made against the gov- 
ernment, criticisms mostly written by 
university professors from different- 
parts of the country. 

Mr. Pefier alleged a “lack of decency 
of purpose” on the part of the Chinese 
Government. 

The establishment of the coalition gov- 
ernment and the preparations that are 
being made for the enforcement of the 
constitution this Christmas point to the 
sincerity on the part of the government 
leaders. 


What He Didn't Mention. 


Mr. Peffer was positive that America 
fis “guilty” of causing the “debacle in 
China,” but when he came to these im- 
portant questions: “Whether the Chinese 
Communists are the spearhead of Rus- 
sian expansion,” and “Whether Russian 
aims in the Far East are expansionist,” 
he brushed them aside with the remarks 
that “none can say with certainty” and 
“neither can anyone be certain.” 

-Mr. Peffer did not mention how the 
Chinese Communists got into strategic 
positions in Manchuria,- and how the 
Chinese Communists obtained the Japa- 
rase weapons in Manchuria. 

He did not mention Mao Tze-tung’s 
avowed policy of alliance with Soviet 
Russia. He did not mention Russia's 
predominant influence in Outer Mon- 
golia. 

He did not mention the Yalta secret 
agreement on Manchuria and the Soviet 
recovery of partial control of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway which had been sold to 
Japan's puppet Manchoukuo, 

Mr. Peffer ignored all this, presumably 
because it did not constitute evidence of 
any kind or was uncertain! 

Things in China are not totally black 
as Mr. Peffer has tried to lead his read-

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Question for Seven Men

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Bigotry Knows No Friends 


When Cardinal Spellman said that religious 
bigotry was rising in America, he cited as evi- 
dence the reaction against a Supreme Court de- 
cision permitting New Jersey to help pay bus 
fares for parochial school students. This con- 
cerns grave public policy, where bigotry should 
be uninvited. 

The instance for attack on the 5-to-4 court 
decision was stated by Justice Rutledge in dis- 
sent. He saw a grave breach in the historic 
principle of separation of church and state. 

Cardinal Spellman disagrees. In his address 
at Fordham University, he said that when a 
Catholic child is denied use of public school 
busses, it is an injustice “not to the Catholic 
child, but to the American child who happens 
to be a Catholic. What is really involved is 
a violation . . . of civic equality.” 

That is the issue. Leaving sectarianism out 
of it, what about equal rights? Any parochial 
student has an equal right with anyone else to 
attend a public school and to use a public school 
bus. The choice between use of public or pri- 
vate facilities is a free choice. 

But when public funds are used to transport 
him to a parochial school, whose chief reason 
for being is religious instruction, then public 
money is aiding ‘a religious cause. Citizens are 
being taxed to support ideas in which they may 
not believe. This is coercion. 

Resentment and bigotry are possible under 
such circi*astances. But if, as the Cardinal 
says, there is a new “crusade” against Catholi- 
cism, that is inexcusable. Other sects have pa- 
rochial schools and have sought public privilege. 
A case in point is discussed in today’s Mirror 
of Public Opinion, At Champaign, IIl., Prot- 
éstants, Jews and Catholics have joined to use 
public schools for voluntary religious instruc- 


tion. ° Despite their tolerant intent, their use 


of public property is under attack by a non- 
conformist citizen who agrees with none of 
them, and opposes any pressure to conform. 
“Tolerance of such an attitude,” says the Wash- 
ington Post, “is the real test of liberty.” 
When Cardinal Spellman refers to views op- 


posed to his own as an “un-American and un- 
Christian attitude,” that seems to be unchar- 
itable, . Men like Justices Rutledge, Frankfurtef 
and Jackson wrote dissents in support of sepa- 
ration of church and state. Men like James 
Madison wrote that principle into the Consti- 
tution. 

If the principle gives way, there is room for 
bigotry, and bigotry knows no particular sec- 
tarian friends. It tortures the minds and bod- 
ies of all. Any color of conscience should wish 
to avoid it. 
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To Insure Rent Control. 

‘The rent control extension bill agreed on by 
the House and Senate conferees is fair enough 
except that it does not extend control long 
enough—only through Feb. 29—and it contains 
what may turn out to be a ruinbus joker. 

The fair provisions of the measure are that 
Jandlords may increase rents as much as 15 per 
cent provided they and the tenant agree on a 
lease running through 1948. The possible joker 
is that housing units completed or converted to 
housing purposes after last Feb. 1 are decon- 
trolled. ’ 4 

OPA officials warned ‘Congress some time 
ago that under a “conversion clause” many land- 
lords would turn apartments into rooming 
houses and claim they were new units, not sub- 
ject to control. A parallel dodge would be to 
cut up an apartment into two “converted” 
apartments, and rent each half for as much 
as the entire apartment had rented for—or 
more. 

A legitimate 15 per cent increase would add 
$759,000,000 a year to the nation’s rent bill, 
according to the estimate of the National As- 
sociation of Consumers. Since landlords’ ex- 
penses have increased along with everyone 
else’s in the price inflation, it looks equitable. 
But it should not be permitted to be used as an 
excuse for increases of 100 per:cent or more, 
which some landlords. are only too eager to 
attempt. 

One way to prevent any such abuse of the 
control extension bill is to make its terms so 
specific as to preclude chiseling. The House and 
Senate should be dead sure it contains no escape 
holes for gougers. 

In view of the briefness of the extension 
agreed on by the conferees, the Missouri rent 
control bill passed by the Legislature in March 
is very much needed as a subsidiary protection 
to the renter. This measure would go into ef- 
fect if federal control were allowed to expire. 
It was signed by the presiding officers of both 
houses yesterday and sent to Gov. Donnelly, 
who will, we trust, promptly sign it into law. 
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More of Same From Mr. Gromyko 

Andrei Gromyko’s new “offer” for atomic 
energy control is not an exercise in diplomacy. 
It is an exercise in semantics. He is still trying 
to find an acceptable name for an unacceptable 
plan in the hope that the United States will 
take the name for the plan. 

At various times Mr. Gromyko ha’ offered “in- 


ternational inspection,” but defined that term to 


mean inspection by each nation of itself. His 
present offer, apparently—and it is always risky 
to say what Mr. Gromyko means before he gets

The case invoiving religious instruction in 
the public schools of Champaign, Il., which 
the Supreme Court has consented to review, 
presents an issue of most profound public 
im portance. 

Religion in the classrooms of Champaign 
is not an isolated phenomenon, It has been 
introduced into public schools elsewhere by 
well - intentioned clergymen and _ school 
boards—in some of the public schools of 
Arlington, for example, to offer an illustra- 
tion close to home. 


The development has exceedingly danger- 
ous implications in our judgment, despite 
its apparent beneficence and the manifest 
good will of its sponsors. 

In Champaign, the religious classes are 
sponsored by the nonsectarian Council of 
Religious Education on which Jewish, Cath- 
olic and Protestant faiths are represented. 
Participation by the pupils is voluntary, 
requiring the written consent of their 
parents. 


An Atheist Brings Suit 


But one parent, Mrs. Vashti McCollum, 
wife of a University of Illinois professor, 
who describes herself as a “rationalist or 
atheist,” has protested that the arrange- 
ment is embarrassing to children whose 
parents do not wish them to participate 
and accérdingly she has brought a suit test- 
ing its constitutional validity. 


Without attempting at this stage to eval- 


uate the constitutional issues involved, we 
say without hesitation that we consider the 
arrangement contrary to sound public pol- 
icy. 

The voluntary nature of the religious 
classes becomes an illusion in view of the 
powerful social pressure which children 
may exert upon a nonconformist. And if 
religious freedom has any meaning at all, 
it must mean freedom leaden: compulsion to 
conform, 


Tolerance Is the Test 


“It matters very little that Mrs, McCol- 
lum’s attitude is a singular one. Tolerance 
of such an attitude is the real test of lib- 
erty. 

Long experience has demonstrated that a 
resolute separation of church and state is 
an indispensable foundation of both re- 
ligious and political freedom. For this 
reason, such a separation was made a car- 
dinal principle of the American society. 


We think it undeniable that the introduc- 
tion of religious teaching into public school 
classrooms, however desirable the teaching 
may be in itself, and however much it may 
be desired by a majority or even by all of 
the pupils and their parents, breaches this 
principle. 

Religion is of the spirit; education deals 
with the mind. Neither can be advanced 
by intermingling. Each can flourish best 
in its own separate sphere,

Between Book Ends 


Americas Midriff 
CORN COUNTRY, by Homer Croy. (Duell, Sican & 
Pearce, Inc., New York.) 


Hefe is another volume in the American 
Folkways series, and it deals with the story 
of the nation’s fabulously rich Corn Belt. 
This black-loam country lies in the middle 
of the United States. It stretches from 
western Ohio to eastern Kansas: north and 
south, from lower Minnespta to the mid- 
dle of Missouri. The 10 great corn-produc- 
ing states are Indiana, Illinois, lowa, Min- 
nesota, Kansas, Nebraska, Ohio, Wisconsin, 
South Dakota and Missouri. Kentucky and 
Tennessee come in for a bow, but they are 
outside the recognized Belt. 


Every state grows some of the nation’s 
No..1 crop. Hybrid production is about 
thrée times as great as that of the wheat 
crop. The combined efforts of King Cot- 
ton and Farmer Hay hafdly cover the coots 
of the leader. Iowa is top corn producer, 
and it would take a freight train stretch- 
ing from New York to Fresno, Caiif., to 
hold its corn crop for one year. 

. * . 

Each chapter of Croy’s book is filled 
with curious tidbits: corn goes into the 
making of penicillin and is also an ingredi- 
ent used in face powder; in the days when 
states were concerned about nicknames, 
Missourians were known as “Pukes”: for- 
mer President Hoover takes little interest 
in his Iowa birthplace; state and county 
fairs are extremely popular, and to avert 
arguments over horse-pulling contests, 
there is a “dynamometer” which records 
the strength of the pull. 


The author in planning this volume 
thought “Home on the Range’’—which he 
has used az the title of an interesting chap- 
ter—caught the spirit of the early settlers 
more than any song he had ever heard.

No Dual Allegiance. 


To the nationalistic French, no 
“dual allegiance” is tolerable. En- 
thusiasm for Russia gradually 
turned into suspicion. Particu- 
larly, as economic recovery has 
progressed, so has the drift away 
from the French Communist 
party. Most observers believe that 
this party is now definitely weak- 
er than a year or six months ago. 

Opponents of Communism have 
been looking forward to a mo- 
ment when they would again be 
in a position to govern the coun- 
try, not only without but against 
the Communists. If the latter 
were then to revolt, well, the bulk 
of essentially peace-loving French- 
men would make common cause 
in suppressing them, 

To forestall such a situation the 
French Communists needed to 
prevent the country’s economic 
recovery while re-establishing 
their popularity with the under- 
paid workers. A strike wave might 
well realize both purposes, 


Communist Strikes. 


As long as Communist ministers 
gat in the French Cabinet, it was 
difficult for them to _ provoke 
strikes. Therefore, there is rea- 
eon for believing that they wel- 
comed being thrown out of the 
Cabinet by Socialist Premier Pau! 
Ramadier. Once out they started 
the first of a series of crippling 
strikes that is still continuing. 

This leaves the French Cabinet 
in a critical position. The key to 
full French recovery is more coal.

A Big Splash. 


This is the situation into which 
the Truman Policy came with a 
big splash.

This situation is complicated by 
a further fact. To most French- 
men, American and British poli- 
cies seem incurably “pro-German.” 
Frenchmen fresh from Berlin 
complain that General Lucius Clay 
persists in trying to rebuild Eu- 
rope around a sound Germany 
rather than trying to refit a prop- 
erly hamstrung Germany into a 
sound Europe. 


F rench Zone Pays Out. 


These Frenchmen cannot see 
why, since they manage to run 
the French zone of Germany with- 
out a deficit, the Am®ricans can- 
not do the same with their zone. 
British refusal to give France the 
biggest slice of Ruhr coal seems 
to them monstrous 

At Moscow, these Frenchmen 
report, under Secretary Marshall's 


influence, Americans and British-- 


ers went some distance to meet 
French desires. Once the discus- 
sions were resumed in Berlin, Gen- 
eral Clay's insistence on “giving 
priority to Germany” again pre- 
vailed, Certain American news- 
papermen share this view.

The last official report of the 
Canadian Government, in Decem- 
ber 1946, put the total of United 
States dollars and gold at $1,245,- 
000.000. Of this, roughly haJf was 
dollars. Measured by the present 
rate of imports, it was not a 
large sum. 

Officials of the MacKenzie King 
Government have recently ex- 
pressed concern over the melting 
pile of dollars. They have pointed 
out that such a condition could 
not continue indefinitely. 

The next official report on 
Canada’s doliar-gold position will 
be made shortly after the end of 
this month. It may show such a 
shrinkage that Canada _ will be 
forced to curtail and control im- 
ports from «her neighbor. The 
gtim figures on the international 
ledger have a way of overriding 
even the most sincere gestures of 
good will, 


Eggs, for Example. 


Most of us in this country seem 
to be as yet blissfully unaware of 
what it will mean to us to have 
the dollars run out or come so 
elose to running out that barriers 
must go up. Something happened 
the other day which gave a hint 
of how each and every one of us— 
if it goes on long enough without 
some easement—will be hit. 

The British stopped buying eggs 
in this country. One reason they 
stopped buying ergs was because 
the price was high. The people @ 
Britain could eat a great many 
more eggs and be better off for 


called a halt. 
Destroying the “Surplus.” 


This might have proved very 
embarrassing. American agricul- 
tural forecasters had anticipated 
a large egg surplus this spring. 
Under the support price program, 
the United States Government 
would have bought all those sur- 
plus eggs. Then what to do with 
them would have been the ques- 
tion, The Government is at pres- 
ent destroying “surplus” potatoes, 
thereby producing an angry out- 
cry. To destroy eggs would seem 
even more senseless, 


Only a moderate egg surplus de-- 


veloped. The surplus eggs could 
no longer be sold to the British, 
which was the “out” in the past. 
So in frozen form they are now 
being put into storage. The total 
is not large and perhaps, if eggs 
get scarce next winter, they can 
be released on the market. 


Faith, Hope and Parity. 


But here’s the curious thing 
about the price of eggs. Normally 
in this season when hens are lay- 
ing, the price goes down. This 
week however, it was announced 
that the 35-cent support price to 
the producer would be continued 
for July. 

Farmers get 90 per cent of par- 

ityj In figuring parity, the cost of 
what the farmer must buy is tak- 
en into account—his machines, his 
fuel, the feed for his animals. 
Those things have been going up 
and so parity — the guaranteed 
floor under farm prices — moves 
up. 
That is possible so long as the 
dollars last at home and abroad. 
But when they run out and the 
so-called surpluses from farm and 
factory begin to pile up, then the 
easy solution of a-seller's market 
will be*gone. Then the pinch will 
be felt very close to home.

FORMER PRESIDENT 
OF NOTRE DAME DES 


The Rev. J. Hugh O’Donnell 
Had Been With University 
for 35 Years. 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., June 13 
(AP)—The Rev. J. Hugh O’Don- 
nell, C.S.C., who 
ago as president of the University 
of Notre Dame, died late yester- 
day in the university infirmary. 
He was 52 years old, He had been 
ill with cancer for some time and 
had undergone an operation sev- 
eral months ago. — 

Father O’Donnell had been as- 
sociated with Notre Dame almost 
without interruption for 35 years. 
He was appointed acting presi- 
dent in January 1940, succeeding 
the Most. Rev. John F, O’Hara, 
who had resigned to become su- 
pervising bishop of the United 
States Army and Navy diocese. 
He was appointed president for a 
three-year term in July 1940 and 
was reappointed in July 1943. He 
was succeeded a year ago by the 
Rev. John J, Cavanaugh, who had 
served under him as vice presi- 
dent. 

The climax of his long service 
to the university came last week 
when he was awarded the honor- 
ary doctor of laws degree at the 
annual commencement. 

Father O’Donnell was _ instru- 
mental in bringing the naval 
training programs to the univer- 
sity during the war. He also made 
the university’s laboratory facil- 
ities available to the Government 
for special research in atomic 
energy and other fields, 

The university’s endowment was 
expanded during his presidency 
from $1,000,000 to more than $3,- 


He was born in Grand Rapids, 
Mich. At Notre Dame, he was 
an honor student and won a letter 
as center on the football team in 
1915. He was ordained to the 
priesthood in 1921. 

He joined the Notre Dame fac- 
ulty in 1923, holding various posts, 
including that of professor of his- 


ory. 

In 1931 he left to become presi- 
dent of St. Edward’s University 
at Austin, Tex. He returned in 
1934 to become vice president of 
Notre Dame, a position he held 
until his elevation to the presi- 
dency. 

He is survived by a brother and 
a sister, Dr. F. J. O’Donnell and 
Mrs. A. G. Graziami, both of Al- 
pena, Mich, who were with him 
when he died.

Levy declared that 
smoking should be forbidden for 
persons afflicted with the follow- 
ing conditions: 

Rheumatic heart disease, con- 
gestive heart failure, acute cardiac 
infarction—a condition in which 
there is destruction of heart tissue 
due to circulatory failure-—and 
peripheral vascular disorders. The 
latter are disorders of the blood 
system that supplies the body’s 
surface. 

Smoking is also “out” for car- 
diac patients who are unusually 
sensitive to nicotine—a sensitivity 
which has nothing to do with 
their disease.

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_ Students Tell What Makes a Good Teacher 


They Reveal All in Annual Contest

CHICAGO, June 13. 

HAT makes a good school 
teacher ? | 

Educators confess they 

have diligently studied reports 

and records of principals and 

superintendents, held clinics and 

conferences on the subject and 

made observations for many years 

without learning the answer to 

that question. 


As it so often happens in other ’ 


fields, the educators looked every- 
where but right under their black- 
boards. All they had to do, it has 
since developed, was to ask the 
pupils themselves. 

Had they made such an inquiry 
they would have learned a good 
teacher is one who is attractive, 
kind and considerate, fair, has a 
co-operative and democratic atti- 
tude, endowed with a sense of 
humor, has a soft voice, never 
jabbers, perhaps even attractive 
to the father as well as the stu- 
dent and alert enough to step in 
with safety pins to save a red- 
faced student whose pants but- 
tons have snapped. 

That's the opinion of about 33,- 
000 school children who sent in 
letters nominating teachers in the 
recent “Best Teacher’ contest 
sponsored by the “Quiz Kids” net- 
work radio program. 

The educators are taking ad- 
vantage of the frank appraisals, 
contained in the 33,000 letters re- 
ceived .this year and the 14,000 
last year, when the contest was 
started. 

Dr. Paul Witty, professor of edu- 
cation at Northwestern University 
and chairman of the “Quiz Kids” 
contest, has used the letters as the, 
basis for articles in teachers’ jour- 

and recently presented a 
paper on the contest before the 
American Assogilation for the Ad- 
vancement of Se@bénce. 

“These letters point very clearly 
to the need of personality classes 
for teachers,” says Dr. Witty. 
“They show that a teacher must 
have the ability to appreciate hu- 
man needs instead of too much 
concern over subject matter. The 


letters prove that the most im- 


portant element in good teaching 
is the personality, character and 
intelligence of the teacher.” 

As an example, Dr. Witty cited 
the letter that won for Miss Aline 
Neal, fourth grade teacher of 
Jackson, Miss., the title of “Best 
Teacher” of 1947 and a $2500 
award. The letter, scrawled on 
notebook paper by 10-year-old 
Edgar Nation Jr., said, “She made 
me feel ike I was somebody. She 
never sends anyone to the office 
for punishment, cause we learn 
how to handle things ‘ourselves. 
She called my mother once to tell 
her how much I had improved in 
arithmetic, I believe the main 
reason Miss Neal is such a good 
teacher is because she likes to. 
teach school and she likes people. 
She’s pretty, too.” 

That Miss Neal is not the per- 
fect teacher was revealed when 
the contest judges visited her 
classroom in the course of their

said Dr. Witty. “It seems as if a 
great many of the children are 
frightened about going to schodl 
and are very grateful when the 
teacher takes the fear out of 
them,” he added. Typical of such 
a situation was the letter from 
Ernest Floyd, 11, of Bogard, Mo., 
who named Mrs, Joy Miller for 
the award, 

Wrote Ernest: “Mrs. Miller 
takes all the fear out of you. Boy, 
how she can make you feel like 
you can do anything. She’ll go to 
heaven when her work on earth 
is done. Nobody could be so good 
to little folks as her and not get 
wings for it. If she passes on 
before I do I won't fear death, 
for I know if I go to heaven 
she’ll be there with that smile 
and show me around.” 

Attractiveness and the dress of 
the teachers is important to the 
pupils. “My teacher dresses well 
and is she pretty, and she’s worth 
$2500 of anybody’s money,” wrote 
one. A 12-year-old girl put it this 
way: “My teacher doesn’t have 
very many clothes but she spaces 
them so they aren’t tiresome.”

Dr. Witty, In analyzing the let- 
ters, said most of them were from 
10 to 14 year old groups, and that 
they were not written by teacher’s 
pets, “since most of the writers 
pointed to something in particular 
a teacher had helped them with, 
whereas pets hever need any 
help.” 


Equally significant in this year’s 
crop of letters was the fact that 
most of the high school students 
praised their teachers for teaching 
them about the democratic way of 
life in America, “as distinguished 
from foreign governments,” said 
Dr. Witty. He added, “There was 
an awful lot of mention of peace 
in these high school letters,”

In any case 
lemon juice is always preferable 
to vinegar in or on food, because 
the citric acid of lemon juice is 
oxidized and utilized in the body 
as food (it makes the blood more 
alkaline), whereas the acetic acid 
of vinegar cannot be utilized in 
the body and tends to make the 
blood less alkaline (“acidosis”),
